Odessa, Russia.— One hundred and 
sixty ancient Greek tombs of strik­ 
ing design and rare archaeological 
interest have been unearthed in the 
dead City of Olyva, near her* , by 
Prof. Sewenoff Zusser, distinguished 
Russian archai ologist. 
Among tile articles found iii the 
tombs was a sum Ii linen bag con­ 
taining a lady ‘s mirror and believed 
to be the forerunner of tie* present- 
day vanity case. 
In the hag, there 
also was a rouge stick for the lips 
and a charcoal pencil for the eyes. 
The bag was found in the grave of 
a female together with tufts of false 
hair and a number of silver brace­ 
lets. earrings, beads and other jew­ 
els. 
In other tombs were discovered pot­ 
tery of exquisite workmanship, multi­ 
colored vases, amulets, 
knives and 
various articles of bronze aud copper 
all in a perfect preservation. 
The excavations, which have been 
in progress for ninny months, thus 


far have yielded more than 1,700 ar­ 
ticles of surpassing antiquarian in­ 
terest. 
Olyva, which means ‘'merry,” was 
once a centre of Greek lea ruing, cul­ 
ture and trade and it flourished about 
500 R. C. 
Later it became known 
among Russians as the ‘‘Pompeii of 
the Plack Sea.” 
Greek 
emigrants 
of 
Asia 
Minor 
selected Olyva, Herodotus records be 
cause “it is free from malaria and 
Its air is pure and transparent as 
crystal.” 
From a thriving, prosper­ 
ous port for the rich goods of the 
Fast, it became in the course of cen­ 
turies a pauper Colony, existing solely 
on the revenue from occasional trad­ 
ers. 
Today the city Is a mass of 
ruins.

NOW RANKS SEVENTH 


Gains in Volume After Slip­ 
ping to Eleventh Place. 


Hamburg. Germany.—German ship­ 
ping claims to be fighting against tre­ 
mendous odds in its attempt to regain 
its place In the sun. 
The loss of OO 
per cent of the German commercial 
fleet through the war and the terms of 
surrender means that German ship­ 
owners practically have bad to start 
anew. 
By taking up loans, buying 
back some of tin1 ships delivered to 
the entente victors under the treaty of 
Versailles and refraining from paying 
dividends in recent years the shipping 
concerns of Germany have gradually 
worked up a postwar tonnage of 2,800.* 
o(M> gross register tons, which is about 
one-half the German prewar tonnage 
and which comprises 4 per cent of Hie 
total world’s tonnage as compared with 
•ll per cent in 1014. 
From eleventh place in 1020 among 
the shipping nations of the world, Ger­ 
many bus moved to seventh place by 
1024 as compared with second place 
in 1914.

WOULD ADD MONTH 
TO PRESENT YEAR 


Suggestion Made for Re­ 
form of the Calendar. 


During the past two years belief in 
the desirability 
of simplifying tile 
present calendar h as progressed to a 
point where efforts are being made to 
bring about an international congress 
to consider the best way to do this. 
Prof. G. F. Marvin, chief of the 
j weather bureau of the United States 
j Department of Agriculture, is great­ 
ly interested in this movement and ad­ 
vocates that form of simplification 
which would result in a year based on 
our present seven-duy week as a unit. 
The year would, consist of 13 months 
of 28 days or exactly four weeks each, 
und an extra day. 
The suggestion fa­ 
vored by Doctor Marvin Is that this 
365th or extra day be given a special 
name, such as “New Year’s Eve” or 
other equivalent designation, made a 
world-wide 
holiday 
nnd placed be­ 
tween December 28 and January I. 
Hie extra month, for which a new 
name must also be invented, would 
be least likely to upset our present 
way of calculating. If Introduced In 
midsummer, between June and July. 
“Leap year day,” by whatever name 
It may be known, would be accept­ 
able as a midsummer ’holiday every 
four years. 
A slight change Iii the 
system of establishing century leap 
years is also recommended. 
The 
division 
of 
the 
year 
Into 
months, which are exact multiples of 
a seven-day week without a fractional 
remainder, will greatly simplify the 
assembling of meteorological data, ac­ 
counting and paying in busine*-? and 
industry generally, computing interest. 
and making many financial and other 
reckonings 
based 
on 
the 
calendar. 
Business men are in favor of an exact 
number of weeks in a quarter, nnd 
school term s and recesses could he 


arranged with much less disturb’O ' 
to the curriculum than at pres ut. 
It Is believed that there will be no 
insuperable difficulty in arranging a 
consideration of the matter by repre­ 
sentatives of the Roman, Angeliean 
and Greek and other churches, and 
leading astronomers, lf an Interna­ 
tional Cl m grrs.s or council Is called, 
either through the League of Nations 
or some independent nation, such as 
Switzerland or the United States. 
If 
such a congress succeeds in taking 
action before 1028, the nearest year 
In which January I falls on a Sun­ 
day under our present system, the 
change can he Instituted without in­ 
convenience.
